EDUCATIONAL INDEX 
DELAYED 

The 50th Annual Educational Index 
which constitutes the July 23rd issue 
of the Publishers’ Weekly, cannot be 
completed and mailed until after this 
regular issue of July 30th. Complete 
revision was necessary this year and 
the educational publishers could not 
supply their final data early enough to 
permit the list’s completion on sched¬ 
uled date. 

New Taxes on Culture 

S interpreted by the Fordney Tariff, the 
people decided last November by a land¬ 
slide vote that cultural barriers as well 
as economic barriers should be erected between 
the United States and Europe. 

All books in foreign languages will on this 
bill’s passage pay 20% duty, tho previous tar¬ 
iffs have put them on the free list. 

All old and rare books must pay a duty of 
20%, tho they have always been free when 
over 20 years of age. 

The high rates of duty in face of changed 
conations have marked this the most blind of 
tariff bills; the elimination of foreign language 
books from the free list will be a needless 
obstacle to our people in keeping in sympathetic 
and intellectual contact with other nations; the 
placing of duty on old and rare books will be 
a handicap to our cultural and esthetic develop¬ 
ment; and whether the importation be of cur¬ 
rent English books, foreign books or rare old 
items, there must be the unfair payment based 
on what is called American evaluation and the 
exasperating delays as well as expense that 
this will incur. 

It seems to be a tariff for revenue only. If 
it is for protection purposes, surely there is no 
need of protecting us from books in foreign 
languages or from old and rare books. The 
printers of the United States have never asked 
for protection against the printers in foreign 
tongues. It is not profitable to reset foreign 


books here. Why admit free foreign periodi¬ 
cals, and tax books? Is not the best intellec¬ 
tual and scientific thought of foreign countries 
as important to us as its current news? 

Postage stamp collectors can bring in their 
stamps duty free, and coins, etchings, drawings 
and manuscripts can come in free, but an old 
or rare book which cannot possibly compete 
with American product must be kept out by 
a tax. 

Public libraries and educational institutions 
can bring in foreign books and old books d(uty 
free as before, but they will, under this law, 
have to file proper documents to get this mate¬ 
rial in as they always have for current English 
books. 

All educational institutions, private users of 
books and the whole book-trade, regardless of 
their special field, ought to make organized pro¬ 
test against the provisions of the Fordney 
tariff. 

Librarians, Importers, Booksellers 

HE chairman of the book-buying com¬ 
mittee of the American Library Associa¬ 
tion Dr. M. L. Raney, librarian of the 
Johns Hopkins University Library at Balti¬ 
more, has done good service for librarians, 
book-buyers and the public generally in fol¬ 
lowing up the variations in foreign currencies 
and in successive reports to his Association 
stating clearly and lucidly the kaleidoscopic 
facts. 

The German mark, it will be recalled, has 
dropped from twenty-four cents American val¬ 
ue to as low as one and one-half cents and 
one ingenuous German book dealer had the 
effrontery to reverse this ratio for American 
book buyers by proposing in his catalog “for 
marks read dollars.” The German Borsen- 
verein and German government took less vio¬ 
lent methods to better the situation by attempt¬ 
ing to establish a different exchange value 
for the mark for different groups of countries 
or by imposing a sur-charge for export prices 
also varying for the countries of sale—most 
of those expedients were so defiant of econo¬ 
mic laws that they have come to naught. 

In the report of his committee to the Swamp- 
scott conference of the American Library As¬ 
sociation Mr. Raney has summarized these vari¬ 
ations and methods and summarized also the 
history of the relations of librarians thru pre¬ 
vious committees with the book-trade, in a 
story told in the main with accuracy tho in 
some respects exception might be taken by the 
book trade. For instance, book publishers had 
nothing whatever to do with the introduction 
of the Stevens bill promoted by the American 
Fair Trade League. 

In dealing with the drop in the English 
shilling which has reached as low as eighteen- 
nineteen cents in American value Dr. Raney 
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has involved his Association in a crusade 
against American book importers which has 
not been conducted with exemplary polite¬ 
ness or accuracy. He has been on solid 
ground in pointing out that in the catalogs of 
certain American publisher-importers the pric¬ 
ing of English books at forty to fifty cents 
on the shilling is especially unjustifiable in 
view of the drop in the shilling’s value. 

At what present price the English shilling 
should be translated in American catalogs, it 
is really difficult to say, and a printed price¬ 
list cannot follow too closely foreign varia¬ 
tions which may go up as well as down. Some¬ 
where between thirty and forty cents to the 
shilling is probably a fair retail price, for 
allowance must be made for a discount to the 
retail dealer which in the case of imported 
books not of large sale can scarcely be less 
than a third off. A basis of thirty cents to 
the shilling would thus net twenty cents to the 
importing publisher, which is probably not 
enough. 

Dr. Raney, however, takes the extreme posi¬ 
tion that books ought to be supplied to the 
libraries by the importing publisher at the cur¬ 
rent rate for the depreciated English shilling 
plus a few cents to cover transportation. Other¬ 
wise he advises libraries to import for them¬ 
selves by post from London dealers and if 
American importers are expected to sell to li¬ 
braries at this rate they will probably be 
quite willing that these should follow Dr. 
Raney’s advice and save them the trouble of 
doing business for nothing or less. 

The general question of prices and discounts 
to libraries is one of the most vexing prob¬ 
lems of the American trade but it is not to 
be solved by over-pricing books on one side 
or by over-statements or abuse on the other. 
The librarian asserts that in spending public 
moneys it is especially his business to see that 
he obtains the lowest possible price. That 
would be his natural course whether in spend¬ 
ing public or private money. But this argu¬ 
ment is a double-edged weapon when com¬ 
parison is made with the conditions of book¬ 
sellers. The librarian is furnished with his 
building; the book dealer must pay his own 
rent. The librarian and his assistants have 
their salaries paid by the tax payer or from 
university endowments; the book dealer must 
earn his own salary and pay his clerks out 
of the business. The book-seller, whether 
publisher or retailer, must also take the risk 
of unsold copies which is considerable in the 
case of imported books of little demand. This 
at first sight would seem to have no analogy 
in the case of libraries, but second thought sug¬ 
gests that the librarian who makes the mistake 
of buying for his shelves a book not called 
for, is involved in similar waste and loss. 

In the case of imported books of small edi¬ 
tions, the library demand is a large propor¬ 
tion of the entire American market, and it is 
most desirable that this special demand should 
be supplied thru the loyal dealer, who might 
otherwise not have reason to display a single 


copy. Libraries of course are at the advantage 
of being able to import books free of the fif¬ 
teen percent, hereafter twenty or more per¬ 
cent duty, and this fact is generally allowed 
for by importers when a library orders in ad¬ 
vance and supplies the necessary documents 
for customs entry. 

These are but a few examples of relations 
between libraries and the book-trade which 
illustrate the difficulty of making a price on 
imported books fair alike to the library with 
its discount, the retailer with his trade allow¬ 
ance and the book buyer with his final price. 
It is such considerations, doubtless, that in 
England and Germany have caused publishers 
to deny discounts to libraries. Here the en¬ 
deavor has been to limit library discounts to 
an amount which would permit the local re¬ 
tailer to sell to libraries below advertised 
price but at least to recoup himself in part 
for his own costs. 

It is true that under present circumstances the 
individual library is tempted to become its own 
importer and add to the retail price in Lon¬ 
don the cost of parcel post transportation. But 
this is not the whole cost when the library 
undertakes to do business for itself. Nothing 
can be done for nothing. However this may 
be, we take occasion to protest in the name of 
the book trade against such epithets as have 
been used by the library representative in this 
crusade. In a large sense libraries and book 
dealers and the general public as well, have a 
common interest in the widest possible distri¬ 
bution of books at fair prices in which cheap¬ 
ness is not the only consideration. 

Lowell once said in a copyrierht argument 
that there is one thing better than a cheap 
book and that is a book honestly come by. 
There is no question of honesty in this mat¬ 
ter, except where Dr. Raney impugns the hon¬ 
esty of importing publishers. But there is a 
large question of general interest, and librar¬ 
ians, importers and book-sellers alike should 
recognize that they are on common ground, 
that there should be comity amongst them¬ 
selves and that prices should be so adjusted 
as to recognize service and be fair to all con¬ 
cerned.

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A Year of Bookselling in Sioux Falls 

By Mary Alice Hoover 


S IOUX FALLS has two well-established 
bookstores of the type that carries books 
and many other lines of merchandise. In 
one of these (Christenson and Dempster Co.) 
1 have had charge of the book department 
since July 1, 1920. I buy, display, advertise 
and sell the books, subject of course to the 
advice of the proprietors, yet with increasing 
freedom given to me for developing my own 
plans. 

Coming into the store a year ago, I found 
it well-organized, stocked with a high grade 
of goods, and in charge of a more than 
ordinarily efficient force. The Victor depart¬ 
ment was presided over by a gifted local 
singer. The head of the Kodak department 
gave amateurs expert advice. Only the book 
department had no one who had kept pace 
with the rapidHy changing aspects of the 
trade. Mr. Christenson had grown far too 
busy with the management to give specific 
attention to books. It became my very pleas¬ 
ant task to bring the book department up- 
to-date. 

Window Displays 

I began with displays, following the rule 
enforced during my year of work in that 
inspired Chicago experiment. The Book 
House, of making internal arrangement 
bring a different group of books before the 
customer each week. A table at the right 
of the entrance piled high with toys, I 
remember, obscured the view of the book 
shelves the day I entered the store. After 
a little, I was allowed to annex this table and 
almost without exception it has since held a 
weekly change of books. For the first few 
weeks I rotated Novels, Funny Books, Cook 
Books, Girls’ Books, B'oys’ Books, etc., as 
much for the purpose of acquainting myself 
with the stock as of displaying it to the 
customers. Almost at once, I found that the 
rest of the sales force were learning things, 
too. Again and again they asked concerning 
old titles: ‘‘Is that a new book?” “When 
did that book come in ?” Later the table 
became the display place of the newest and 
best selling books. Customers have acquired 
the habit of looking there to see what' new 
books have come in, and the clerks know that 
they will find there the newest books from the 
different publishers. 

For the children, room was found for a low 
table at the back of a larger table of mis¬ 
cellaneous display near the front of the store. 
Easily reached by the littlest folk, and 
always filled with small attractive books, this 
table has proved a gratifying aid to sales. 
Another small table, near the door, holds 
books such as need only to be seen to sell 
themselves or books marked down for clear¬ 
ance. Upton Sinclair’s Books; Baseball 
Stories for Boys; 1920 Blue Books, specially 


priced, $2.00, are some of the signs ac¬ 
companying recent displays on this table. 

Our store is a rectangular hollow reaching 
from the sidewalk to the alley, with a rather 
small display window on either side of the 
entrance. The entire length is crowded with 
goods, well enough arranged but with in¬ 
adequate display space for any of the depart¬ 
ments. This lack of space led me to make 
the shelves and ledges holding the books 
themselves places of display. The device I 
most use is the simple one of turning at 
intervals the broadside of a book out to show 
its attractive jacket. Four or five copies of 
a title, one back of another, take up no more 
room than the same number standing with 
only the backs in view, and their attractive¬ 
ness is increased many fold. Our section of 
popular copyrights lends itself especially well 
to this method. Indeed, it Ihas no other 
means of display, except that three or four 
times a year one of the windows is given up 
for a week or two at least to popular copy¬ 
rights. 

Lack of opportunity for window display 
proved the most formidable obstacle to 
publicity. It was weeks after my arrival 
that I was allowed a window at all. “Some 
time before Christmas,” I was told, “you can 
have a window for books,” Kodaks, picnic 
supplies, bathing suits, sand toys, victrolas, 
etc., succeeded each other in the windows 
thru the summer and fall, with, if I re¬ 
member correctly, but one or two brief 
periods when books were put in. It was 
with almost tearful joy that I received in 
November the concession of both windows 
for Children’s Book Week. I arranged the 
windows myself, so eager to get everything in 
that I considerably overcrowded them both. 
I wanted all my children’s books to have 
a chance. I couldn’t bear to leave one of 
them out. Since then, I have had one of the 
windows for a week or two on an average 
of once in six weeks. Just now I have an 
attractive window of midsummer reading, 
proclaiming the slogan: Take along a Book, 
combined with the display of B’ack to Nature 
Books suggested for iApritl iby the Year- 
Round Bookselling Committee. There are 
still too many titles in the window, tho I am 
gradually learning the difficult lesson of re¬ 
straint. 

Year-Round Helps 

Several times since Christmas, however, 
books have been combined with other window 
displays. A display of office furniture and 
supplies gave opportunity to add some Ronald 
Business Books. An island of B’ibles and 
prayer books appeared as part of a 
sea of Easter novelties. Books on golf 
were included in a display of athletic goods. 
The Commencement Gift window included a 
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good selection of books for the boys and 
girls. We are doing much better than we 
did a year ago in the matter of window dis¬ 
plays. 

The posters sent out by the Year-Round 
Bookselling Committee are among our most 
effective selling helps. I have them arranged 
along the tops of the book cases nearest the 
front of the store, in place of the vases and 
waste baskets that used to stand there. “Buy 
a Book a Week” is a stimulating slogan, tho 
I am inclined to agree with Mr. Kroch that 
“Read a Book a Week” would be better. The 
original “More Books in the Home” is the 
slogan I like best of all. 

When I came, the store had a mailing list 
of two or three hundred book customers, 
and this has been added to, till it numbers 
about 700, all actual book buyers, scattered 
over the territory of Eastern South Dakota, 
Southwestern Minnesota and Northwestern 
Iowa. To this list I write a brief letter 
each month, calling attention to books we 
have in stock. 

Other Advertising 

My July letter coordinates with my mid¬ 
summer window in stressing vacation books. 
With each letter is enclosed a monthly book 
list, imprinted. At Christmas time we shall 
send our clientele a large illustrated Christ¬ 
mas list. 

We have done some newspaper advertising 
of books, but not in a manner continuous or 
expert enough to bring appreciable results. 
There is no regular book department in either 
of the two local papers. To have the time 
to attempt to work up such a department is 
one of my keenest desires and ambitions at 
present. 

The bulk of the fall orders had been 
already given, when I arrived last year. The 
only new novels included were such titles as 
“Man of the Forest,” Mary Marie,” “River’s 
End,” “Harriet and the Piper.” The fiction 
shelves were choked with unsaleable war 
books. The only book of new poetry in 
evidence was “Spoon River Anthology”—five 
copies intact—betraying that not one had been 
sold. There were no books on the drama; 
none on economic subjects; none on world 
affairs. Sioux Falls had apparently not heard 
of the “Economic Consequences of the Peace,” 
for example. 

Received With Caresses 

I was allowed to order a limited number 
of books of my own choosing, an experiment 
to see if they would sell. I Began with fiction, 
and my first real triumph over things as they 
were was when I pulled out the war books, 
root and branch, and put in their places the 
kind of fiction we used to sell at The Book 
House. I caressed every one of those books 
as I checked them in—“Great Hunger,” 
“September,” “Linda Condon,” “Moon and 
Sixpence,” “Miss Lulu Bett.” And they sold— 
to be sure they sold! There were not a few 
customers who, like myself, received them 


with caresses, and eagerly awaited the books 
that were to follow. 

Fiction having proved itself saleable, I put 
in a shelf of books on present day problems 
and world affairs; then new poetry; then 
drama. All were innovations but all have 
sold to a degree, and we have every reason to 
believe, will sell increasingly as. it is known 
that we have them in stock. We have sold 
a number of books on psychoanalysis. For 
the past few months our best sellers have 
been “Main Street,” Moon Calf,” “Brimming 
Cup,” “Alice Adams,” “The Outline of 
History.” Mr. Christenson says that, tho the 
holiday sale of books was not so 'heavy as 
usual on account of the financial slump, there 
has never been a spring when books have 
sold so well as this year. So the outlook for 
coming months looks promising. 

Some of the publishers’ representatives 
resent my new policies in buying. One, 
whose backneyed line I refused entirely, 
looked wrath fully at my table display of 
fiction featuring “Main Street” and “Moon- 
Calf” and exclaimed: “Obscene books, written 
out of the mud!” The vendors of “serious of 
books” (I assure you that is what one sales¬ 
man calls them) don't like my substitition of 
higher grade stories and pictures for the 
kiddies. But in general the salesman are 
sympathetic, and the second time they come 
try to show me the class of book I have 
told them I want. We shall have a wonder¬ 
ful fall stock of the finest possible current 
books. 

The Great Fascination 

The year has seen the initial stages of a 
reconstruction process that intoxicates me as 
I look ahead. I am beginning to know the 
book lovers, and I snatch minutes to read 
the books, I think approximately the need¬ 
ful one book in ten. Useless to keep on 
resolving that I will confine store work to 
store hours! The hours are long enough, 
in all conscience, for tho the 1920 census 
passed Sioux Falls into the 25,000 class, the 
stores of the city still cling to the Gopher 
Prairie custom of keeping open six full days, 
the year round, and on top of that Saturday 
night. Yet every now and then I find myself 
waking at five in the morning in order to 
write my book letter, uninterrupted by 
customers, or reading the book reviews in 
the Nation or Smart Set till eleven o’clock 
at night. 

Before my Fourth of July holiday 1 
said, “I am going to forget books for. a 
dav and make myself one of those dashing 
gingham frocks. What I have actually done 
—this is the evening of the Fourth— has been 
to read the report of the Booksellers’ Con¬ 
vention at Atlantic City thru to the last 
resolution, and Mr. Kroch’s speeoh thru 
twice, and then spend the rest of the time 
writing this account for The Publishers’ 
Weekly because it may help somebody. 
Bookselling in Sioux Falls, as in any other 
place in the whole world, as one who has tried 
it can testify, is the Great Fascination. 
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Public Libraries and Their Book Purchasing 

Committee Criticises American Prices on Imported Books 


T HE standing committees of the American 
Library Association on “Book Buying” 
submitted the following report to the an¬ 
nual conference of the Association at Swamps- 
cott during the week of June 20-25: 

The Committee on Book Buying was formed 
in 1901 as a Committee on Relations with the 
Book-trade to combat the raised prices of 
the net system. This system had been intro¬ 
duced the preceding year with the organiza¬ 
tion of the American Publishers’ Association 
and the American Booksellers’ Association 
in the attempt to check ruinous price-cutting 
under which publishers were failing and book¬ 
stores were going rapidly out of existence. 
The new order fixed the retail price of a book 
for the first year after its publication. From 
this price the libraries received on non-fiction 
a discount of but 10 per cent as against the 
usual third off. In inaugurating the system 
the publishers promised such a reduction in 
the list price as to result in an actual advance 
of but 8 per cent in the cost of such books to 
libraries. Widespread observation, however, 
seemed to show an average advance of 20 
per cent. Hence the A. L. A. Committee. 

At the same time similar agitations were 
being conducted in England and Germany, 
tho over there no discount at all was allowed. 
Consequently there was much wigwagging be¬ 
tween New York and London. For two 
years the American committee tried negotia¬ 
tion with the A. P. A., without apparent re¬ 
sult, tho the Chairman of that day claimed 
imminent success was spoiled only by the un¬ 
timely resolutions of certain library organiza¬ 
tions. Then came a new committee pledged 
to strong action. Frontal attack, however, 
produced no more evident result than had the 
policy of conciliation; the committee’s name 
after a year was changed to its present title, 
and it entered upon an energetic program of 
instruction in economic buying, issuing from 
1903 to 1908 a series of thirty-five card bul¬ 
letins, reprinted in library periodicals, and 
sent to 3000 addresses as a sort of corre¬ 
spondence course for small libraries. They 
counseled importation, delayed purchase, use 
of second-hand catalogs, remainder sales and 
auctions; they sought to arrange concerted 
buying, and checkmated adverse legislation at 
Washington. In the press this was known as 
the Librarians’ Strike. 

Dissolution of Publishers’ Association 
Then followed a lull of five or six years, 
with new attempts at a rapprochement, and 
then final dissolution of the A. P. A. in 1915, 
following certain court actions in allied cases 
which seemed to indicate that the publishers 
had been acting in restraint of trade and 
therefore violating the Sherman Act. These 
decisions led quickly to a run on Congress 
for legislation in the interest of price main¬ 


tenance. In one instance the libraries’ right 
of discount was at once involved. So for six 
years the Stephens Bill (H. R. 9671) and its 
precursor have been of concern to us all. Offi¬ 
cial representation led to amendment exclud¬ 
ing libraries from its application. 

Finally, as war’s aftermatff, last year’s Com¬ 
mittee denounced the German Borsenverein’s 
system of inflated prices against foreign coun¬ 
tries on the basis of their monetary exchange 
status, and particularly the instances of special 
discrimination against the United States. 

In view of this record it becomes the first 
duty of the present Committee to report that 
the Stephens Bill still reposes in committee 
duly amended in our favor. It seems certain 
to remain thus dormant during the present 
Extra Session of Congress. The libraries’ 
argument for exemption lies, of course, in 
the fact (1) that they are educational institu¬ 
tions, mostly supported by public taxation, and 
(2) that they are virtually wholesale pur¬ 
chasers. 

Campaign for Lower Prices 

This Committee’s positive program during 
the six months of its existence has centered 
on foreign buying. This was suggested in 
the letter of its appointment. It became, thus, 
the residuary legatee of the war-time Com¬ 
mittee on Importations. It has, however, had 
nothing to buy or sell. Its service has been 
advisory and, harking back to an early model, 
the advice has been given in a series of eight 
bulletins appearing in the following issues of 
the Library Journal: January 1 and 15; Feb¬ 
ruary 1 and 15; March 15; April 15; May 1; 
and June 1, 1921. 

Two questions have been handled and by 
their nature they have of necessity chiefly in¬ 
terested the larger and the technical libraries, 
tho they ought to concern all. One is as old 
as the Association and will doubtless outlast 
it; the other is unique in our annals, as the 
War, its progenitor, is happily so. 

The former covers the practice of Amer¬ 
ican publishing houses’ charging unduly high 
prices for their imported English issues. Time 
and again in past years has this Committee 
published the London and New York prices 
of the same editions, and advised importation 
as a steady habit. When there seemed danger 
that we would shake off sloth or timidity and 
act wholesale on such sound advice, the attempt 
was made in copyright revision to cut off our 
privilege of importing free of duty. So again 
in the Library Journal of March 15 (see also 
April 15), the deadly parallel was drawn, 
showing, on the one hand, three large houses 
listing their English titles at 74-142 per cent 
higher in New York than in London and, on 
the other hand, the fourth selling its American 
books in London at the New York prices. 
These list prices are the ones charged in- 
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dividuals; to libraries they ran 31-90 per cent 
cheaper when imported than when bought in 
New York. A difference of 21 per cent can 
be explained, for this is the sum of 15 per 
cent duty plus 6 per cent ocean transporta¬ 
tion. The wide divergence is accounted for 
by the indefensible practice of American 
houses adding to the price of their imported 
books a sufficient sum to cover resale to 
agents, instead of taking this out of the liberal 
discount London gives them. Thus the library 
pays the profit of publisher, importer and job¬ 
ber. The proper source of the agent’s sup¬ 
ply is London unless New York contributes 
the agent’s discount, and the librarian should 
order no English issue from its New York 
house on terms higher than the following, 
which now lie before the publishers as this 
Committee's proposal: English price converted 
into American money at current rate of ex¬ 
change and two cents a shilling for ocean 
carriage, plus carriage from New York to 
library. Importing direct from England is 
cheaper still, but if time is an important fac¬ 
tor, here is a substitute, the highest defensible 
one. As for personal orders, librarians ought 
to find it a pleasure to save as many of their 
clientele as possible from paying $3.3o to $4.60 
for a book to be got for $2.30, fresh from the 
press, and cheaper still in a year or two per¬ 
haps. 

The Effect of Foreign Exchange 

The other situation which has commanded 
the Committee’s attention grew out of the de¬ 
moralized condition of international exchange. 
Foreign money in general, compared with our 
dollar, fell below par. The American import¬ 
ing agent’s profit fell proportionately; for if, 
as an example, the shilling came to be worth, 
not twenty-four cents, but eighteen, the value 
in American money of the discount granted 
in English money to the importer by the Eng¬ 
lish publisher shrank thus 25 per cent. If he 
were to make his usual profit he must add 25 
per cent to his usual charge, with the result 
that the library lost the gain that the en¬ 
hanced purchasing power of the dollar in Eng¬ 
land ought to have brought. Quite evidently 
the Committee had no honorable alternative 
to advising the libraries to undertake their 
own importing. 

If such were the case with English pur¬ 
chases, how much greater the gain in buying 
directly from France, when the franc fell 
from 19.3 cents to 6 cents, or Italy, with the 
lire melting from 19.3 to 3.5 cents, or Ger¬ 
many, seeing the mark drop from 23.8 cents 
to 1.5 cents. There was a time, for instance, 
when certain jobbers were charging twice the 
Paris price and eight times that of Leipzig, 
tho 25 per cent above the French rate and 
five times the German one would have yielded 
the antebellum profit. 

In Germany this relatively simple situa¬ 
tion was complicated by an extraordinary 
measure adopted by the Borsenverein der 
deutschen Biichhandler at the close of 1919 
which has no counterpart in the historv of 
international book-selling and has now virtu¬ 


ally exploded, as set forth in the Committee’s 
final bulletin. Its peculiarity lay not in the 
heightened prices charged foreigners but in 
fixing this surplus charge against the several 
countries each week according to the status 
of their exchange. Thus while nine cents was 
the arbitrary value assigned the mark for the 
United States in the schedule of February 1, 
1920, or 660 per cent above the actual value, 
only 570 per cent was set down against Eng¬ 
land, 380 per cent to France, and 370 per cent 
to Italy, plus a Teuerungszuschlag of 20 per 
cent in all cases. 

Action of the Borsenverein 
The scheme was formulated by certain pow¬ 
erful publishers. They were a year in getting 
its acceptance by the Borsenverein, in which 
the retailers have a majority. But for once 
the Borsenverein’s decree was defied by nu¬ 
merous important exporters, and it remained 
a dead letter till April, 1920. On that date 
the Government, on appeal of the publishers, 
assumed the enforcement. From that time 
onward its authority was respected, but less 
than two months were required to show the 
authorities that trade would not move under 
such a condition. Accordingly, tho the 
mark was dropping thruout last summer, 
America’s percentage was kept at 170. This 
was changed to 250 in October, reduced to 
200 in January, to 185 in February. ^ For de¬ 
tails see the Committee’s first bulletin. 

And now comes word that the system of 
having prices obey the fluctuations of money 
is abandoned. Instead the world is now divid¬ 
ed into two classes according to their ex¬ 
change status. In the upper group stand Bel¬ 
gium, China, Denmark, Egypt, England, 
France, Holland, Japan, Norway, Sweden, 
Switzerland, and the United States. In the 
lower group are placed Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Greece, Italy, Portugal and Spain. Un¬ 
der this arrangement the former countries will 
be charged double the domestic price, the 
latter only 60 per cent more than in Ger¬ 
many. The Teuerungszuschlag is cancelled. 
Now, as heretofore, antiquarian items are to 
be exempt. The situation, however, is left in 
a somewhat chaotic state by two opposing 
exceptions: (1) Publishers may charge more 
than 100 per cent if they like; (2) publish¬ 
ers may employ the domestic price if a bill 
totals more than M. 300. How the new 
measure will work out, time alone can tell. 

Finally, the Committee lent its support to 
a widespread demand that the three new vol¬ 
umes proposed as supplements to the Eleventh 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica be is¬ 
sued on ordinary as well as the India paper 
alone announced, and in buckrarn with special 
stitching, as well as commercial bindings. The 
first plea was successful and the second will 
be allowed also, if enough support it.

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English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 


T HE new publishers are showing consider¬ 
able activity. The newest, Mr. Cape, who 
has had so large an experience in all sec¬ 
tions of making and selling books, and who, 
like Mr. Jenkins, came to know how to sell a 
book to the actual buyer thru the medium of a 
bookseller’s shop, in Mr. Cape’s instance at 
Hatchard’s and in Mr. Jenkins’ at Lamley’s, is 
fast becoming recognized as a publisher who is 
determined to give the British public the best 
of American literature of modern times. He 
has on his list books by Dorothy Canfield, 
Edgar Lee Masters, and H. L. Mencken. Ex¬ 
cellent. But it is no easy task to make a big 
and satisfactory market for American books. 
Why? It would take a few pages of the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly to explain. The basic reason 
is, however, “Localism.” Putnam, Appleton, 
Harper and Lippincott, to say nothing of some 
smaller concerns, have been at it for a long ser¬ 
ies of years, and they would all tell you that it 
requires a great subtlety and a special, a very 
special treatment, different from the methods 
employed to sell English books, to put over the 
American work. It is good, tho, to note that 
the old insularity in its attitude towards the 
American book is not so vivid as it once was. 
And, as the years pass, it will grow less. Some 
of us who have been watching and working for 
this development feel a deep pleasure at this 
gradual transition from indifference to interest. 
Cecil Palmer has a good list for the autumn. 
He now has associated with him B. W. Matz 
of Dickensian fame. This enterprising firm— 
and this is a little proof of the increased inter¬ 
est in American literature—is to publish ar* 
English edition of The Dial. Leonard Parsons 
has made good his name as a publisher, and 
some of the best and most important works on 
the various phases of industrial situations are 
to be found on this list. Then, too, Daniel 
O’Connor is pushing to the front. He has just 
published a book on “America and England” 
by C. R. Enock which ought to be helpful. 
Selwyn & Blount—Roger Ingpen is the head, 
who used to be with Smith, Elder—has a choice 
list on the way, which includes Percy Moore 
Turner’s “Appreciation of Painting.” Mr. 
Turner lectured on art quite recently in Amer¬ 
ica. Probably the biggest of the newest pub¬ 
lishers is Thornton Butterworth, who visited 
the States not long since. Of course, he will 
bring out Mrs. Asquith’s second volume, but 
his present list has a very definite American 
character.

Both Poet and Novelist 


‘T'HE general identification between the 
* poet and the novelist has been of earlier 
fruition among the French than among our¬ 
selves, as in all their developments they are, 
if the word is not offensive, more precocious 
than we,” says The Bookman's Journal and 
Print Collector. “Even in the last century al¬ 
most all the^e novelists were poets, not ex¬ 
cepting some members of the realistic school 
of Zola, who himself did not disdain to write 
a novel in bad poetical prose, and some of 
whose rhymes are even now being published 
posthumously. The names extend from the 
supreme instance of Hugo to Gautier and Paul 
Bourget, Catulle Mendes and Henri de Reg- 
nier. and a host of lesser men of our own day. 

"It is as interesting to remember that Anatole 
France and Blasco Ibanez began as poets as 
to remember that Gabriele d’Annunzio remains 
both poet and novelist. In England we had to 
wait for Meredith and Mr. Hardy before we 
witnessed great novels and great poetry 
achieved by the same men. Their predecessors 
in the novel were definitely, howsoever distin¬ 
guished, prose minds fulfilling prose concep¬ 
tions. Dickens in his attempts at the poetical 


sinks into the maudlin, Charlotte Bronte into 
the insignificant, Thackeray is too wise to try. 
But following upon Meredith and Mr. Hardy, 
intermediately we meet Mr. Kipling, Mr. Bel¬ 
loc, and Mr. Chesterton, then their successors, 
Mr. de la Mare and Mr. Masefield, until at the 
present moment the identity between the poets 
and novelists becomes more and more evident. 
The names of of Ford Madox Hueffer, 
Rose Macaulay, Thomas Moult, and Ed¬ 
ward Shanks rise at once to the mind, and 
the greatest of his own generation, it may well 
be, in both arts, and in whose hands I should 
most feel the future of the novel to rest, the 
author of ‘Sons and Lovers.’ America, it is 
to be remarked, is at the beginning of a liter¬ 
ature, and presents among her poets only the 
names of Mr. Anderson and Mr. Coumos as 
also distinguished in the sphere of the novel. 

“I do not imagine that the poet-novelist will 
tend, tout simple , to incorporate his own poet¬ 
ry, as such, in his novels, tho there is no ar¬ 
tistic canon to prevent him. For the practice, 
indeed, would be a pretty revival of the tradi¬ 
tions established by Sidney and Lodge in the 
Elizabethan novel.”

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Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


I N a sale at Hodgson’s in London June 10 
a Kelmscott Chaucer brought £125. 

A hitherto unpublished portrait of John 
Keats, the poet, appeared recently in the 
Bookman's Journal of London. Sidney Colvin 
is of the opinion that it was painted by Joseph 
Severn altho it is very unlike any of -Severn’s 
portraits of Keats. 

Linnell’s exceedingly fine-copy of William 
Blake’s “Songs of Innocence and Experience,” 
1789-94, printed on large paper, io l /2 by 7 l A 
inches, expressly executed for Blake’s friend 
Mr. Arkwright, each plate colored by Blake 
himself, brought £510 at Sothebys in London 
in a recent sale. 

The current catalog of Maggs Brothers, of 
London, devoted to “Engraved Portraits, Dec¬ 
orative and Historial Prints, Etchings and 
Drawings,” handsomely illustrated, containing 
660 lots, comprising much rare material in¬ 
cluding early mezzotints, many printed in 
colors, rare prints of American interest, a 
choice selection of sporting prints, and many 
fine etchings by Cameron, Haden, Legros, 
Meryon, Whistler and Zorn. 

The statement has been authoritatively made 
that not a book from the Library of the Uni¬ 
versity of Louvain was saved. Professor van 
der Essen saved by chance the manuscript 
which contains the official correspondence of 
the University from 1583 to about 1637. He 
happened to have this manuscript from the 
library at his home where he had taken it for 
consultation. It is therefore unique—all that 
remains from the German destruction of the 
treasures of the Library of Louvain. 

At the sale of the library of James G. Barn¬ 
well by Stan V. Henkels, in Philadelphia, June 
13, a copy of the first directory of Philadelphia, 
1785, brought $165; a collection of pamphlets 
printed by William Bradford, 1692-93, form¬ 
erly bound in one volume but split up for this 
sale, $2,200; one of these pamphlets, an answer 
to Cotton Mather after his attack on the 
Quakers, by George Keith, was bought by Dr. 
Rosenbach for $500. 

In commenting upon the increased attention 
now being paid to collecting modern authors, 
The Bookman's Journal of London says: “It 
is the man who watches the weekly out-put 
of literature and builds discrimination upon ex¬ 
perience to whom the prizes fall. The charm 
of the game is not so much in enthusing over 
and collecting authors that have come into 
the front rank as in meeting and recognizing 
them at the* start of the journey to the front. 
And there are always some on the way just 
as there are always certain indications of their 
progress for the discriminating collector.” 


The five volume catalog of the library of 
the late John Henry Wrenn of Chicago, now 
a part of the library of the University of 
Texas at Austin, has caused a good deal of 
comment in London. “It is enough to make 
the Bodleian fling itself into the arms of the 
British Museum and sink there in a swoon,” 
remarks Edmund Gosse, in reviewing the 
catalog in the London Tunes. Wrenn was 
known to be an industrious collector to a few 
Londoners but even these were not aware of 
the extent of his collection. 

John O’London, in his “London Book Talk” 
in the Sunday edition of the New Yo'rk Times , 
says: “London second hand book sellers used 
to tell me—I think they honestly believed it— 
that our rare books would return to use when 
their American owners, or their executors 
wanted to sell. No one believes it now. Yet 
all this loss may be great gain. This steady 
emigration of English books to the United 
States must tend to create sympathies that 
cannot be measured; community of tastes and 
community of interests go together. Milton 
said: ‘Books do contain a potency of life in 
them to be as active as that of the soul was 
whose progeny they are.’ Today Britain and 
America are reading each others books as 
never before, and a Declaration of Independence 
is being silently drafted on their title pages.” 

The library of the late H. W. Bruton sold 
at Sotheby’s in London, June 9, brought £13,273, 
or about five times as much as his famous 
collection of the works of George Cruikshank 
sold for in 1897. The Rowlandsons brought 
good prices. Combe’s “English Dance of 
Death,” 2 vols., 1815-16, with 72 colored plates 
after Rowlandson, inlaid to folio and extra¬ 
illustrated with eighty-eight water color draw¬ 
ings for the illustrations and nineteen unpub¬ 
lished water color drawings, brought £1,300. 
Another Rowlandson set comprising sixty- 
eight original drawings made by him during 
a tour in a poste-chaise to Spithead to view 
the wreck of the Royal George, 1782, mounted 
in two oblong folio volumes sold for £800, 
and seven finely finished and unpublished water 
color drawings illustrating Shakespeare’s 
“Steven Ages of Man,” £290. 

James F. Drake, the rare book dealer of 
this city, has been having a fine time in Lon¬ 
don and has secured many rare books for the 
coming season. He is now in Paris and will 
shortly start on his return voyage arriving in 
New York about August 10. He was inter¬ 
viewed at length by a reporter of the London 
Observer about conditions in the country and 
among other things he said: “The book trade 
is in a remarkably flourishing condition in 
America at present. I have in the last eighteen 
months had more new collectors come to me 
than in any similar period in my previous ex- 
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perience. Especially has this increase in col¬ 
lecting taken place in cheaper books and in 
modern books of interest. This, I think, is 
because many men of moderate means are 
talcing to book collecting, and because the 
American collector is almost invariably a 
reader of the books he buys. I know that 
this is not the popular conceptions of the 
American collector, but it is true. And as 
more of my compatriots are interested in 
modern than in olcter literature, it follows that 
there are a larger number of collectors of 
modern books. A great deal of interest is being 
taken in the younger school of English poetry, 
and there is a growing demand for the first 
editions of Walter de la Mare and J. C. Squire 
among others—writers who were hardly known 
in America two or three years ago.” 

The possibility of a tariff on rare books 
comes with a shock to the rare book world. 
What is the object? It cannot be protection, 
or revenue, and it is hard to believe that a 
cultural barrier is intended. The result of a 
20 per cent tariff with an American valuation 
would be a deadly blow to importing rare 
books. The delay in the Custom House now 
is unbearable, under the change it would 
amount to prohibition. There would be so 
much uncertainty that consignments to Ameri¬ 
can dealers and to American auction rooms 
would be at an end. The details and added cost 
would discourage the collector, cripple the 
dealer and kill this phase of the auction busi¬ 
ness. It would be a blow at education, culture, 
the gathering of home collections of books, 
and the up-building of public libraries in 
which we all take so much pride. Fordney's 
•name would be coupled with Lenin’s as the 
two best hated in the whole wide world among 
booklovers. 

The recent death of W. Lawson Peacock in 
London brings to light the early history of 
Shelley’s own copy of the first edition of 
“Queen Mab,” which brought $6,ooo at the 
Buxton Forman sale at the Anderson Galleries 
last year. This copy was picked up for 6d. 
off a bookstall in Aberdeen about forty years 
ago by Mr. Peacock, whose instinct told him 
the book was worth having. He gave the old 
lady who kept the stall a shilling, and she, not 
to be outdone in politeness, insisted on his tak¬ 
ing another book for the extra 6d. Sometime 
afterward he took the book to a London dealer, 
who first offered him £2 and slowly advanced 
to £5, but the offer was declined. Long after¬ 
wards Mr. Forman bought the treasure paying 
in the neighborhood of £100 for it. 

The Cadmus Bookshop of the city has made 
a “find” in which it may well take pride. It is 
the poet Lowell’s own copy of “The Dramatic 
Works of William Shakespeare,” with a life 
of the poet and notes original and selected, in 
seven octavo volumes, bound in green cloth, 
published by Hilliard, Gray & Co., of Boston, 
in 1836, a fly leaf bearing the inscription, 
’“James Russell Lowell from his Father and 


Mother, Jan’y 1837.” Each volume bears the 
signature of Lowell on an inside cover or on 
a fly leaf. This gift came into the poet’s pos¬ 
session shortly before his eighteenth birthday 
and was his reading copy of the great drama¬ 
tist for many decades. Thruout these volumes 
there are several hundred markings and notes, 
some in the younger days of the Harvard 
student and others nearly a half century later 
in the handwriting more familiar to us. The 
notes include typographical corrections, ques¬ 
tioned and corrected texts, careful scrutiny of 
the accompanying notes, and occasional com¬ 
ment upon the writings of the great dramatist. 
Johnson’s notes frequently stir him to such 
exclamations as “nonsense,” “fiddle sticks,” etc., 
and he generally justifies His comment. In ad¬ 
dition, striking phrases, favorite lines, interest¬ 
ing passages are marked with the greatest dis¬ 
crimination. It appears here that “Macbeth,” 
“King John,”’ “King Lear,” “Othello,” “Romeo 
and Juliet, “Hamlet,” and the “Merchant of 
Venice,” were the favorite and most carefully 
studied plays. “Othello” alone has seventy- 
eight markings and notes and the thoroness 
with which the great tragedy was studied is 
strikingly apparent. The books are in fine con¬ 
dition and it is hard to imagine an association 
item connected with the New England poet of 
greater interest. F. M. H.
